MESSAGE OF INQUIRY.

“As a@ consequence neutrals have no 
standard by which to measure their 
rights or to avoid danger to their ships 
and cargoes.

“The declaration presents other per- 
plexities. The last sentence quoted in- 
dicates that the rules of contraband 
are to be applied to cargoes detained.

ILL MEXICANS 
IN BORDER RAID. 


IN RUNNING BATTLE. 


{BY AP. NIGHT 

SANTA FE (N. M.) March 17.— 
Several Americans were wounded in 
a battle with Mexican bandits who 
raided the town of Dwyer in Grant 
county, southeast of Silver City, last 
night. 

The Mexicans rode into Dwyer and 
robbed the general store of Frank 
Paiper' of a considerable sum of 
money, twenty high-power repeating 
rifles, and 10,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. After shooting in all directions 
to terrorize the inhabitants of the 
town the raiders rode southward. 

A posse was organized at Dwyer, 
and well mounted and heavily 
armed, started In pursuit. After a 
chase of twenty miles the posse over- 
hauled the Mexicans. A running bat- 
tle followed. 

The Dwyer posse succeeded in stop- 


ping the Mexicans. Sheriff’ McGrath 
of Grant county was informed by wire

Schulz that he could obtain “valuable 
information concerning shipment of 
parts of submarines from Seattle to 
Vancouver.” 

He had a “valuable connection,” ae 
said, that would enable him to get 
this information. Tarnatzsky was re- 
quested to produce his information. 
Murdock next appeared at the Consu!- 
ate and was introduced by Tarnatz- 
sky as the source of the information 
but did not say that he was employed 
at the shipyard. When Murdock 
said that he could obtain documents 
from the office files, Secretary Schulz 
cut him short, saying the Consulate 
would have nothing to do with theft. 
At the final conference in the Con- 
sulate, Consul Mueller says he saw the 
man for the first time. Murdock ;e- 
vealed himself as an employee of the 
company and offered to furnish bills 
of lading for “machinery” shipped to 
Vancouver for a consideration of 
$1500. Consul Mueller thereupon 
broke off negotiations, saying that the 
so-called evidence was valueless and 
that he would have nothing mvwre to 
do with the man. 


PATERSON’S STATEMENT. 


President J. V. Paterson of the 
Seattle Construction and Drydock 
Company said: 

“Our submarine department has 
been entirely idle nearly a year. The 
German Consul would have been made 
welcome at our plant: could have 
come down here and looked through 
every room and it would nct have cost 
himacent. Our personal feelings are 
of indignation and disgust over the 
attempt to bribe a trusted employee 
of the establishment. The stolen iilis 
of lading covered the most Innoceat 
shipments. We have maintained 
complete neutrality in the war, but 
we shall co-operate with the Prose- 
cuting Attorney's office in this case be- 
cause our plant has been invaded.” 


SCOPE OF STATUTE. 


The action against the Consul and

“Every person who shall give, offer 
or promise, directly or indirectly, any 
compensation, gratuity or reward to 
any agent, employee or servant of any 
person or corporation, with intent to 
influence his action in relation to his 
principal's, employer's or master’s 
business, shall be guilty of gross mis- 
demeanor.”

“<(1.) His Majesty’s government 
have had under careful consideration

From the accompanying copy of the 
order in council, which is to be pub- 
lished today, you will observe that a 
wide discretion is afforded to the prize

Filling a long-felt want, the State 
Railroad Commission announced the 
printing yesterday of an official rail- 
road map of California, containing 
complete acd accurate data on rail- 
road and other transportation fa- 
cilities boundry lines, township and 
range lines, locations of cities, towns, 
waterways and moutnain ranges. 

In addition to the map, there are in- 
serted maps of the ‘city and county of 
San Francisco, San Francisco and 
vicinity, Los Angeles and vicinity, and 
San Diego and vicinity. The large 
map is on a scale of fifteen miles to 
the inch, while the smaller maps are 
on the scale of three miles to the 
inch. The latter contain much de- 
tailed information on street railways 
and other features. 

The maps are printed in different 
colors, national parks and monu- 
ments, bird reserves, forest reserves, 
Indian reservations,@military and gov- 
ernment reserves, h having a dis- 
tinctive tint.
